THEY FIGHT WITH DEATH IN 
MANY FORMS. 


Buffeted by Fierce Gale, They Work 
Amid Acid Fumes to Prevent Fire 
from Reaching Cargo of Powder, 
Gasoline and Oil and Blowing Them 
to Pieces.

SEATTLE (Wash.) Aug. %.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] With the upper deck a 
sea of flames and buffeted by a fierce 


plosive carrier Eureka, which arrived

IFE’S SISTER 
BILL PASSED. 


MEASURE SOON WILL BECOME 
LAW IN ENGLAND. 


Favorable Action by Committee in 
House of Lords Ends Agitation 
That Has Lasted for Half Century. 
Retroactive Clause Covers Ililegal 
Marriages. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—(Exctusive Dis- 


patch.| After an agitation extending 
over half a century, marriage with a 
deceased wife's sister is soon to be 
made legal in England, the bill having 
passed the committee stage in the 
House of Lords after having been re- 
ceived from the House of Commons. 

The opponents of the measure fought 
it strenuously, but time-worn argu- 
ments against the bill failed of the 
effect they had in previous years. 
Time after time the present King, 
when Prince of Wales, voted in favor 
of the passage of the bill legalizing 
marriages with deceased wives sis- 
ters. Royal support in 1896 carried the 
bill through the House of Lords, but 
the Commons refused to take it inte 
consideration. It is estimated that 
about eighteen hundred such unions 
have been contracted every year, and 
that there are about nine thousand 
children in England born Illegitimate 
on account of these marriages. 

The bill, which now is sure to be 
speedily entered upon the statute book, 
has a retroactive effect and will legalize 
all marriages with deceased wife's sis- 
ters that have taken place since 18365, 
though it will not disturb property 
which may have changed hands under 
the old law.

TILT OVER SIGNS. 
VETO FROM MAYOR. 


Mayor Harper sent to the Council} the 


yesterday a veto message explaining 
his reasons for declining to approve 
the sign ordinance passed by the Coun- 
cil last week. The Chief Executive is 
seemingly of the opinion that the new 
ordinance is designed to work a hard- 
ship on electric sign men. Some of 
the reasons advanced fer veto mes- 
‘sage are: 

In the first place the ordinance is 
so drawn that it practically prohibits 
electric signs which so many business 
men have urged for more than two 
years, but at the same time allows 
cloth banners, which are an eyesore 
to every one, to be strung across our

“Although this ordinance was drafted 
at a time when the adoption of electric 
signs was being proposed gtheir views 
were : >t consulted by the author. 
the other hand I am advised the author 
purposely avoided giving those inter- 
ested in the electric signs any hear- 
ing. I am also advised that the ordi- 
mance was voted upon by Councilmen 
who were not aware that electric signs 
would be prohibited. 

“Careful persual 
has convinced me that it was drawn 
more with view to preventing electric 
signs than to regulate others. 

“Some time ago I recommended to 
the Council the passage of an ordi- 
nance which would permit electric 
signs because I believe the illumina- 
tion would beautify our streets at 
night time and in no way mar the 
beauty during daylight. 

“I am still of that opinion, and most 
respectfully urge that your honorable 
body reconsider its action on the ac- 
company‘ng ordinance and in drafting 
a new one see that the electric sign is 
permitted.

The strongest 
objections to the ordinance came from 
representatives of power companies de- 
sirous of supplying “juice” for elec- 
tric signs. 

Mr. Dromgold says that he does not 
object to electric signs and that the or- 
dinance vetoed by the Mayor does not 
work a hardship on electric sign paint- 
ers. “It is intend to keep our 
streets free from the swinging signs 
that are such a nuisance and eyesore in 
some eastern cities,” said Dromgold, 
“Broadway is now one of the hand- 
somest streets In America: the orna- 
mental lighting system makes it the 
envy of eastern cities. Swinging signs 
will mar the beaufy of this ornamental 
system and will make it practically 
useless. 

“TIT have given a great deal of at- 
tention to this sign ordinance. I have 
followed sign painting as a business 
for a number of years and I attempted 
to give to the city the benefit of my 
experience. I think the object of those 
opposing the ordinance will be made 
apparent before this discussion closes.”

WAS MURDER INTENDED? 


OISON PLACED

NEVADA MINING MAN VICTIM OF

Package of Lye Substituted for 


Common Salt—Caustic Stuff Eaten 
and Police Surgeons Barely Save 


the Life of Their Patient—Robbery 
Believed to Have Been the Motive. 


What is believed to have been a 
fiendish attempt to poison W. R. Wil- 
liams, a miner, in his room at No. 125 
North San Pedro street, was made last 
night, when a package of lye was sub- 
stituted for salt. The miner ate some 
of the lye on cantaloupe and sustained 
severe burns in the mouth and throat. 
He was removed to the Receiving Hos- 
pital. 


Williams says that he came to Los spirited 


Angeles two days ago and took rooms 
at the San Pedro-street lodging-house. 
Last night he bought three cantaloupes 
and took them to his room. He placed 
a paper containing table salt on the 
package and left the two packages in 
his room on the table. Before he went 
out he locked the door. 

Upon returning to his room about 11 
o'clock Williams noticed that the door 
had been unlocked. He asked the land- 
lord, he says, how the door became 
unlocked and the landlord became en- 
raged at him. Williams then went to 
his room, He says that he prepared 
the melons and sprinkled what he sup- 
posed was salt upon his melons.

trees in the world. The native trees 
of nearly every country are here rep- 
resented, and each specimen is tagged 
with its botanical as well as common 
name. Among the branches of this 


notable collection of trees from Europe, 
Asia, Africa and the islands of the 
seas, an unequaled collection of tame 
squirrels leap and romp at will, then 


slescend to the well-kept lawns to 
partake of nuts and other tid-bits 
handed to them by rs-by. 


Like other government buildings the 
Capitol is open to the public for certain 
hours during the day, but so carefully 
is it guarded that strangers with bun- 
dies are not allow to pass within its 
portais. When Congress is in session, 
the boviding is. as well. quarantined 
against sellers of tickets to charity 
balls and similar entertainments as 
against beggars and book vendors, 
without regard to age or sex. The de- 
mon alcohol has not been so success- 

fully kept out of its sacred precincts. 


The Capitol has its world of paint- 
ings and statuary, and its quota of 
subterranean caverns. Chief among the 
latter is the tomb, directly under the 
center of the dome, that was built for 
the remains of the “Father of His 
Country,.“ but which failed of its pur- 
pose because the Washington family 
backed by the Virginia officiais, re- 
fused to allow the removal of the body 
from Mount Vernon, where it 
buried immediately after the demise of 
the immortal George. 


Somewhat more modern ts the under- 
ground equipment by means of which 
books are hurried to ‘he Capitol from 
the brary of Congress four blocks 
away, and delivered on the desk of 
the statesman desiring informatien on 
a given subject, within fifteen min- 
utes after the request is made. 

Much of the wall decoration at the 
Capitol was done by noted artists and 
in the President's room |. greatly-ad- 
mired portraits of the four members 
of the first American Cabinet, are 
painted on the walls, with no other 
frame than the artist's brush could 
fashion. “Westward Ho! the Course 
of Empire Takes Its Way,” in which 
the artist depicts the story of over- 
land travel to the Pacific Coast, is also 
painted on the original wall space, but 
in this case a massive frame sur- 
rounds the picture. “All art is not 
high art.“ and so the freak painting 
is in evidence here in the “Baptism of 
Pocahontas,” wi its eleven-toed 
woman and three-armed man, which 
hangs in the rotunda as the companion 
of The Surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown.” Washington Resigning 
His Commission,” “The Landing of 
Columbus” and others that tell of the 
stirring days in the life of the great 
republic.
